It is not neces- 
sary that a quick automatic standing 
position he taken, but there should be 
no hesitancy on'the part of a gentle- 
man to rise when women enter a room 
and tn see that the'y are comfortably 
seated before Ins sits down. He should 
rise, also, when an older man enters 
his presence.

The.chief .difficulty .In the enforce-j 


men of the.customs laws,.as applied to 
personal effects. accompanying Ameri- 
can tourists returning from abroad, in 
my opinion, is the indifference in a 
large degree on the part-of'the tour- 
ists towards complying .with the cus- 
toms regulations. --Every precaution is 
taken by the government to inform 
American tourists'as to their obligation 
to declare such articles as they have 
purchased'abroad.' The gtatutfi pro- 
vides as to' residents of the United 
States reurning from abroad that not 
more than $100 in value of such ar- 
ticles shall be admitted' free • of duty. 
.Printed circulars are .furnished the 
steamship companies containing a^eopy 
of the law and specific directions:as to 
how to-make out the baggage declara- 
tion and the procedure after arrival. It 
is Incumbent upon passengers to enu- 
merate .the exact -number of pieces of 
baggage, including all_ trunks, valises, 
boxes, packages and handbags of any 
description, accompanying them. They- 
are required to mention all wearing ap- 
parel, 
• ie-welry 
and 
other 
articles. 


Itity. without regard to value, pro- 
vided they had remained -abroad for a 
specified period. ' This practice was a 
serious detriment tin the revenue, In 
that there was much 'misrepresents - 
.Ion as to the period American tourists 
larl resided abronfl, .anrt furthermore, 
those who might qualify in that! con- 
nection would act as carriers for mer- 
cantile houses arid bring in under the 
guise of personal effects merchandise 
of great -value, particularly wearing 
apparel. Under the present adminis- 
tration the regulation as to foreign 
residents has materially been changed, 
so that now the ojily persons who are 
entitled to bring In their personajl ef- 
fects free of duty, without' regard 'to 
value, are those who are foreigners' or 
citizens of the1' United States who 'es- 
tanlish tf the satisfaction of the col- 
lector that they are bona fide residents 
of a. foreign country.it not being re- 
quired *hat th*yha.v» a flx-^rt placp of 
abode, but that they must have given 
up their residence in the United States, 
and they ca'nnot have a residence both 
in this cfuntry as' well as abroad. 


Undervaluations, 


Another difficulty attending the cus- 


toms procedure is that of the . under- 
valuation by tourists. Under the tariff 


act $100 exemption is allowed and in 
many instances tourists will represent 
that their purchases Jiave been exactly 
$'100, when In fact.' they have made 
purchases amounting to twice that 
sum 'or more. Frequently bills .are

actual price paid, but investigation has 
established that, merchants and trades 
people abroad habitually 
furnish 
to 


thplr customers false bills with which 
to deceive the

authorities. 


The means employer! 'under the presort 
administration to protect the revenue 
is that whenifrauduient intent is clear- 
ly, established, to not. only proceed for 
the forfeiture of the property: con- 
cealed, or wilfully undeclared or under-' 
valued, but in addition in aggravated 
cases to prosecute the offenders crim- 
inally.

Pennsylvania Eliminates Causes of In- 


jury to Cattle. 


To show what it has been doing to 


develop a ."humane" live stock car, 
the Pennsylvania railroad is mak- 
ing an exhibit at the first interna- 
tional humane conference in America 
which is being held in Washington 
this week. An actual size cross sec- 
tion of the car is being shown, to- 
gether with various drawings. 


The most important feature of the 


exhibit is a miniature model ol the 
car, so made that the interior can 
be inspected. 
This model is flve feet 


long and a little over one foot wide; 
it is one foot and seven inches high. 
The model and the other exhibits 
show in detail the salient features of 
the car, such as rounded edges of all 
Interior wooden parts, rounded bolts, 
tight fitting doors, and other pro- 
visions for the protection of stock 
against injury while in transit. 


In addition to the exhibit it Is 


making at the humane conference, 
the Pennsylvania railroa.d is distrib- 
uting pamphlets giving a history of 
tho development of its standard steel 
underframe live stock car. 
This 


pamphlet, which is being sent broad- 
cast throughout the 
country, con-, 


tains photographs of the interior of 
the car, showing how all sharp cor' 
ners have been eliminated. 


The experiment which the Penn- 


sylvania railroad has been, "making in 
the construction of this live stock 
car have been going on for some 
thirty years,

which is now being exhibited at the

Life Like a Romance. 


The story of the.Countess Nicholas 


reads like a romance. She was the 
daughter of Sir James Davlson, a de- 
scendant ot the secretary to Queen 
Elizabeth of that name. Through the 
residence of some ot her family in New 
York, Lady Eleanor, the young daugh- 
ter, met N.'L. Bishop, a multi-million- 
aire banker and associate in business 
with Messrs. Drexel, Jay Gould and 
William H. VanderbiH. The wedding! 
was one of the events of a century. 
In fact, 
only the famous "diamond 


wedding,' which occurred subsequently, 
could be compared In magnificence to 
that of the young' English girl and the 
New Yorker. 
The wedriing- was sol- 


emnized in St. Paul's and the flowers' 
alone represented an outlay of over 
$10,000. Every Naw Yorker of social 
position was present and several of 
the British peerage came across for 
the event. 


Then followed a long period of social

assumed the leadership of the older 
New York society. Her fetes, dinners 
and balls were famous, but still more 
famous -were her charities.

For years the family hail maintained a 
town house In Xew York, one In Lon- 
don and two country places.

Married Count Nicholas. 


For several years following she sup- 


ported herself by managing a dramatic 
school in Philadelphia. The school won 
a success, and at the time of her next 
marriage- she was living In the style 
to which she had been accustomed from 
childhood^ Then came her marriage 
to Count Lucas Nicholas, a New York 
banker with a romantic history. 


Lucas Nicholas was the son of Prince 


Anastaslus Nicholas, who was killed in 
the war between Greece and Turkey. 
The wlfB of the prince .visiting the 
battlefield where her husband lay dead, 
was struck down by a. Tivrldsh horse- 
man and died from the wound she re- 
•celved. Her two little boys were res- 
cued by a. Colonel Miller, an American 
adventurer and a. native of Vermont, 
and Lord Byron, the poet. 


Colonel Miller brought the two chil- 


dren to America.
